DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on December 10, 2008. 

2 The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/10/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the US 
Patent No. 7,431,741, has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

3 Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (US 4,104,268) teaches cationic diazacyanine dyes used 
for dyeing materials particularly of polyacrylonitrile and copolymers of acrylonitrile with other 
vinyl compounds (see abstract). However, the prior art of record (US' 268) does not teach or 
disclose agents for coloring keratin fibers comprising water and indolythioazolium azo dyes of 
the claimed formula (I) in a combination with at least one cosmetic additive as claimed. 
Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers coloring formulation.
